a penalty kick be grarfted if 
v offence takes place within the 
penalty area, but obstruction is 
not one of them. 

The offences I allude to include 
“kicking, tripping, striking, hold- 
ing, pushing, jumping at or charg- 
ing an opponent from behind. . 

So long as a full-back does not 
commit any of these offences he 
is quite entitled to obstruct an 
opposing forward in order to pre- 
vent the latter from getting the 
ball before it goes over the goal- 
line. The laws of the game dis- 
tinetly allow obstruction. For ex- 
ample; Law 8 says:— 

“The goalkeeper shall not be 
charged except when he is holding 
the ball, ox obstructing an oppo- 
nent, or when he has passed out- 
side the goal area.” According to 
this, obstruction by the  goal- 
keeper is not an offence. All that 
happens is that if he obstructs an 
opponent he can be ehareed; even 
within his own goal area.» Again, 
Law 9 says:—
